Preparations are complete at the 
Gettysburg postoffice for the distri­ 
bution Tuesday of applications for 
account num bers to more than 2,000 
employees in business concents oper­ 
ating in the area served by the city 
and rural carriers from this office. 
At the postoffice this morning it 
was stated th a t 2,001 employees have 
been reported by the 163 employers' 
reports received at the postoffice 
during the last week.
